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Trail through town 
nears completion 


North portion of 
snowmobile trail is 
being built, south 
portion on hold

A snowmobile trail through the 
City of Grayling was almost ready 
for riders this winter, but came up 
about 300 feet short due to a right- 
of-way issue at the South 1-75 
Business Loop. 

The through-town trail project has 
been in the works for several years, 
and this year some noticeable 
progress was made. 

Lake State Railway decided to 
remove one set of railroad tracks in 
Grayling, leaving room for a snow- 
mobile trail to be installed. Lake 
State removed the set of tracks late 
this summer. 

In addition to creating a favorable 
location for the trail, the railroad 
track removal solved one of the 
major obstacles previously involved 
with the trail through town project: 
the need for a new bridge over the 
AuSable River. 

The north part of the new trail will 
run from the Fred Bear Connector 
(near the Grayling Army Airfield) 
south to the Grayling Country Club 
along the one set of railroad tracks 
still in place. There is enough réom 
on the existing bridge over the 
AuSable next to the one set of tracks 
for the snowmobile trail to cross the 
river, eliminating the need for anoth-

er bridge. 

The north portion of the trail is 
being constructed this fall by 
Tompkins Excavating of Grayling 
for the AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association (AVSA) at a cost of 
about $12,000 to the association. It 
is expected to be open for snowmo- 
bile traffic this winter. 

“It’s getting close to being done,” 
said AVSA President Rich Filley. 
“We anticipate seeing it done by 
December 1.” 

The trail segment currently being 
installed will run along the railroad 
tracks from the Grayling Army 
Airfield to Michigan Avenue. 
Snowmobilers will now be able to 
park at the end of Michigan Avenue 
and be within short walking distance 
of downtown businesses. 

“This is closer to town than we 
were before, but it still doesn’t get 
them through,” said Lynn 
McConnell, President of the 
Grayling Chamber of Commerce. 
McConnell said she had hoped the 
new trail would be ready this year, 
but it just didn’t quite work out. 

The Chamber has been working 
on getting easements for the south 
part of the trail, which will run from 
the railroad tracks near the Grayling 
Country Club around the back of the 
Grayling Mini Mall and Grayling 
Holiday Inn to a trail just south of 
town. 

At the Chamber’s request, the 
City of Grayling agreed to sign for 
the land easements in October of 
this year.

Local businesses 
welcomed early snow 


> Snow may be 
melting, but hopeful 
sign of things to 


come in north

After two years of barely any 
snowfall until Christmas, local busi- 
Ness owners and operators say they 
are excited and looking forward to 
having a more profitable season, 
beginning in November. 

Cindy Olson, director of the 
Grayling Recreation Authority said 
Hanson Hills’ downhill skiing will 
begin on December 2 and many 
cross-county skiers have already 
been out. “Business is amazingly 
different this year. This early snow- 
fall gets people thinking about ski- 
ing and the woods out here are beau- 
tiful.” 

‘Jerry Balmes, owner of Skyline 
agreed the snowfall is going to be 
good for business. “We have a great 
base already and that’s going to 
carry us through our season. “T don’t 
think we had this much snow total 
last year. The last two seasons, we 
were barely ready to open on 
Christmas Eve.” 

According to the National 
Weather Service, located near 
Waters, approximately 31.2 inches 
of snow has fallen throughout the 
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month of November, leaving 12 
inches of the white powder on the 
ground. Compared to this month last 
year, only a little over five inches 
had fallen, leaving no snow depth. 
Even in December, snow didn’t fly 
until the middle of the month, dis- 
persing a paltry eight inches of snow 
to carry residents and visitors 
through the holiday season. 

In November 1998, totals were 
only slightly higher with a precipita- 
tion of 10.4 inches leaving again no 
snow depth with a warm spell wip- 
ing out what had fallen. 

Rich Filley, president of the 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association and owner of Rich’s 
Cycle Service predicts the early 
snowfall is going to be good for the 
local economy, as many businesses 
depend on it. “As far as the snow- 
mobile season goes, technically with 
deer season still going, snowmobile 
season still isn’t open. There have 
been a lot of snowmobilers up and 
down the trails though. This early 
snow could be a real advantage for 
Grayling, especially for motel own- 
ets who have suffered the fast couple 
years.” 

Cathy McGuire, owner of the 
Cedar Motel said business has been 
better this week than any other 
week the last couple of years. 
McGuire reported she has lodged

Trail group seeks second grant from state 


> Funding sought 
for Phase II; Phase I 
expected to be built 
in summer of 2001

Last year, the Crawford County 
Multi-Use Trails Committee 
secured a $594,000 enhancement 
grant from the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 


(MDOT) to cover engineering and 
construction costs for new non- 
motorized trails within the county. 
This year, the committee is rewrit- 
ing a grant application for Phase II 
of the trails project: connecting a 
trail network from Hanson Hills to 
Grayling High School to Hartwick 
Pines State Park. 

The $594,000 grant from MDOT 
secured last year provided money 
for engineering and construction of 
Phase I, a paved, non-motorized 
trail from Hanson Hills to the high 
school, and funds for design engi- 
neering of Phase II: extending the 
trail from GHS to Hartwick Pines. 

The committee had hoped con- 
struction of Phase I would begin this 
year, but the project has been 
delayed. At this point, the project is 
expected to be let for bids in January 
or February of 2001, and construc- 
tion should start some time during 
the summer. 

From Hanson Hills, the trail for 
Phase I will run adjacent to Old 


Lake Road in the form of extended 
paved shoulders. During the plan- 
ning process, the Crawford County 
Road Commission and Grayling 
Township worked together on a plan 
to resurface Old Lake Road while 
the trail shoulder work was being 
completed. 

The enhancement grant from 
MDOT could only be used for the 
paved shoulders (the pathway), and 
not fixing the condition of Old Lake 
Road. One half of the cost to recon- 
struct Old Lake Road will be cov- 
ered by the Road Commission as 
part of its township allocation sys- 
tem, and Grayling Township will be 
responsible for the other half. 

(The Road Commission imple- 


mented the allocation policy in 
September of 1999. The policy des- 
ignates a certain amount of money 
to each township for local road pro- 
jects based on a formula of township 
population and miles of road. Under 
the policy, the township must match 
the Road Commission’s contribu- 
tion toward any project.) 

Grayling Township approved a 
special assessment for residents of 
the Old Lake Road area to pay for 
half of its share of the resurfacing 
project. The Old Lake Road project 
is expected to be let for bids in 
February, and construction should 
Start next summer. 

From Old Lake Road, the trail 
will connect to an already existing 


path that ends just short of the James 
Street/M-72 West/M-93 intersec- 
tion. 

MDOT’s current plans for routing 
trail users across the tricky James 
Stree/M-72 West intersection 
involve a crossing over James Street 
to the Clark Station, a crossing from 
the Clark Station across Lake Street 
to the east side of M-93, and a cross- 
ing that goes from the east side of 
M-93 to the west side of the high- 
way. MDOT plans to close off the 
east northbound travel lane of M-93 
from the intersection to North Down 
River Road to make more room for 
the trail.

Road Board approves Shelter lease 


> Animal Shelter 
property lease 
renewed for two 
years by Road 


Commission

At the request of Crawford 
County, the Road Commission 
Board has agreed to a two-year 
lease (for $1 per year) with the 
county for the property on which 
the Crawford County Animal 
Shelter now stands. The property is 
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owned by the Road Commission 
and the county owns the building. 

The previous lease for the proper- 
ty expired about two years ago. At 
the time, efforts were being made to 
find a new location for the Animal 
Shelter. Road Commission Board 
members told Shelter Director 
Dixie Lobsinger that the Road 
Commission had no immediate 
plans for the property, and they had 
no intention of forcing the Shelter to 
move. 

The current Road Board and 
Road Commission management 
have maintained the previous 
board’s stance, allowing the Shelter 
to operate at the site until a new 
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building is constructed at a different 
location. 

“It doesn’t bother us being there,~ 
said Road Commission Managing 
Director Don Babcock. “We don't 
need (the property).” 

The Road Board received word 
from the county last Thursday indi- 
cating that the county was interested 
in renewing the lease for the proper- 
ty on which the shelter now sits. 
since atrangements for a new shel- 
ter have not been completed. 

The Road Commissioners voted 
3-0 to approve a two-year lease with 
the county, pending approval of the 
lease langugge by the Road 
Goanione legal counsel.

Timber bridge finished in time for winter

A bridge ftocated on Lewiston 
Grade Road near Hartwick Pines, 
used heavily in the winter by snow- 
mobilers. was replaced this fall with 
a timber bridge by the Crawford 
County Road Commission. The new 
bridge was paved over just before 
the snow hit earlier this month, and 
is currently open to traffic. 

The Road Commission subcon- 
tracted the lower bridge work to Kal 
Excavating, and local Road 
Commission crews constructed the 
top. Materials were provided on site 
by Woodstock of West Branch. 

The Road Commission secured 
funding for the structure from sever- 
al sources: $35,000 from the U.S. 
Forest Service, $10,000 from a 
Northern Michigan Stream Crossing 
Grant. $16,000 from the Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) Forest

capacity structure, was recently paved by the Crawford 


County Road Commission. 


Management Division, and $15,000 
from the DNR Parks Division. 

The project was eligible for Forest 
Management money since the 
bridge will be part of a snowmobile 
trail. and Parks Division money was 
available since the bridge was con- 


structed within Hartwick Pines State 
Park _ property. The Road 
Commission provided about 
$49,000 to the project. 

U.S. Forest Service and Michigan 
Stream Crossing funds were avail- 
able through the Huron Pines 


Resource Conservation & 
Development Area Council 
(RC&D). a local. non-profit conser- 
vation organization. 

RC&D has been a big supporter 
of timber bridges. and due in part to 
its efforts locally. Crawford County 
now has several of the wood cross- 
ings where less aesthetic and less 
erosion-friendly bridges once exist- 
ed. 

With the past few timber bridge 
projects. much of the work. espe- 
cially involving preparation of 
materials, has been done out of 
state. said Dan Sikarskie of RC&D. 
With the timber bridge at Lewiston 
Grade Road. the work was done by 
northern Michigan companies: 
Woodstock treated and fabricated 
the material. Northwest Design 
Group engineered the structure. Kal 
Excavating did part of the bridge 
work, and workers from the 
Crawford County Road 
Commission finished the bridge. 

One of RC&D’s goals with regard 
to timber bridge projects is to have 
as much of the work as possible 


done locally, Sikarskie said. “That's 
what we've been encouraging. (The 
wood) is red pine. It’s locally grown 
and treated. fabricated locally, and 
put in with the local Road 
Commission crews. This project has 
shown that we can use local timber, 
local labor. and we can have a good 
product right here.~ he said. 

“Wood is aesthetically pleasing. 
It's safe. and should be something 
that's very compatible with our cool 
water streams,” Sikarskie said. “It 
should also be aesthetically pleasing 
for snowmobilers and other recre- 
ationalists. It should fit in nicely.” 

Sikarskie noted that current and 
past Road Commission Boards have 
been supportive of RC&D's timber 
bridge-building efforts. 

“People (from the Road 
Commission) have been very gra- 
cious to work with,” Sikarskie said. 
“They've been willing to step out 
and try new things. to innovate. We 
have more timber bridges than 
almost any of the other counties. 
They have been really good promot- 
ers of the timber bridge initiative.” 


Bradstreet asks House to reconsider CCW law 


State Rep. Ken Bradstreet is work- 
ing to have the House reconsider 
measures that will protect the lives of 
Michigan families. 

“The concealed weapons permit 
system we proposed at the beginning 
of the 1999-2000 session isn’t just 
about gun rights, it’s about saving 

t 


lives,” said Bradstreet (R-Gaylord). 
“The only serious study on the effects 
of allowing law-abiding citizens to 
carry guns found that crime is 
reduced.” 

If every state adopted similar mea- 
sures allowing uniform standards. 
about 1,500 innocent lives could be 
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saved, according to John Lon Jr‘s 
report titled. “More Guns. Less 
Crime.” 

The legislative measure before the 
state House would reform the 
weapons permit System and increase 
safety by: 

* Requiring a training course to 
receive a permit: 

* Increasing prison sentences for 
those using firearms in crime. includ- 
ing stiffer penalties for permit holders 
who break the law: 

¢ Standardizing the permit proce- 
dure while giving county gun boards 
discretion to deny permits for specif- 
ic reasons such as history of violent 
crimes or mental illness: and 

¢ Developing an appeals process 
for denied applicants. 

The House approved the CCW 
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package last year. and the Senate fol- 
lowed suit with some changes. 

“Study after study has proven that 
an armed citizenry prevents violent 
crime.” Bradstreet said. “These bills 
would allow people who are properly 
trained. mentally stable and without a 
criminal record the opportunity to 
exercise their Second Amendment 
right. and to protect themselves and 
their families. 

“We have until the end of 
December to provide this safety mea- 
sure to Michigan families without 
starting over, and I hope enough of 
my colleagues agree with me to 
reconsider it.” 

If the House approves the measures 
during November or December, the 
package would then go to the gover- 
nor for consideration. 
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Cleanup efforts continue at Bear Archery dump sites

The Fred Bear Archery known to 
Grayling as a historic monument 
has not only left behind its legacy 
but some possible environmental 
threats. 

Bear Archery manufactured hunt- 
ing bows and arrows in Grayling 
from the 1950's to the early 1980’s. 
The main factory was located on M- 
72 near the western city limits of 
Grayling, located on the “stump 
pond” of the mainstream of the 
AuSable River. Much of the original 
factory building has been demol- 
ished, and Classic Container now 
owns the property and is operating a 
business out of a portion of the 
remaining buildings. 

Bear Archery factory wastes were 
said to include benzene, polynuclear 
aromatic hydrocarbons, acetone 
thinners, resins, fiberglass and 
paints. Interviews with former 
employees and waste hauling con- 
tractors indicate that wastes were 
dumped on Bear Archery property 
adjacent to the stump pond about a

The Chamber has secured fund- 
ing (from the Grayling Area Visitors 
Council and other donors) for a 
required six-foot chain link fence to 
be installed in between the railroad 
tracks and the snowmobile trail 
from the County Building to the 
Grayling Country Club. 

Despite the progress made this 
year, the trail in its entirety will not 
be ready for this winter. The prob- 
lem now is that in the middle of the 
trail, near the Grayling Country 
Club and truck turn-around, the pro- 
posed area for the trail is too close 
to the road. 

The Chamber applied for a right- 
of-way permit for the 300 feet in 


quarter mile southwest of the facto- 
ry. 

In addition to the factory property. 
it was reported that factory wastes 
were dumped in a ‘landfill’ at the 
northeast intersection of North 
Down River and Stephan Bridge 
Roads and on M-72 West near the 
AuSable River. In addition, wastes 
were allegedly dumped on M-72 
West near Lake Margrethe. on M- 
72 East several miles from town and 
behind the Jack Milliken. Inc. build- 
ing in Grayling. 

According to Steve Takacs. 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) Official. from the 
Environmental Response Division. 
testing in November 1998 of the 
proposed location on M-72 West 
showed that no contamination is 
evident, there are only low levels of 
contamination downtown and more 
work needs to be done on M-72 
East. 

The Environmental Response 
Division's Superfund Pre-Remedial 
Unit conducted a study as well in 
November 1998 of the proposed 


question through the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT). but it was not approved. 
The Chamber made a_ second 
appeal, but recently received word 
that MDOT denied that request as 
well. 

Without the right-of-way permit, 
or a change of plans at the problem 
site, the trail can not proceed 
through the middle of the city. As a 
result, the AVSA will stop construc- 
tion of the south part of the trail (for 
this year, at least) at Michigan 
Avenue, and only that portion of the 
trail through town will be ready for 
this winter. 

The Chamber’s Transportation 
Committee is working on a couple 


‘landfill’ on North Down River 
Road and Stephan Bridge Road and 
found high levels of contaminants 
there. Numerous soil, groundwater. 
sediment and surface water samples 
were obtained and analyzed for var- 
ious parameters. 

According to some of the soil 
sample results from November that 
have been received, benzene was 
detected in the soil at 240 parts per 
billion (ppb), which is 2.4 times the 
drinking water protection criteria. 
Toluene was detected at 49,000ppb. 
which is three times the drinking 
water protection criteria, and 
xylenes were detected at 108,000 
ppb. which is 19 times the drinking 
water protection criteria. 

According to the Environmental 
Protection Agency and The 
Assembly Office of Research, expo- 
sure to benzene may cause nonlym- 
phocytic leukemia and other blood 
disorders, such as preleukemia and 
aplastic anemia. Additionally. 
changes in blood and bone marrow 
consistent with hematoxicity have 
been recognized in humans and 


completion 


potential solutions to the right-of- 
way problem, McConnell said. 

If the issue is resolved, the trail 
will continue from Michigan 
Avenue along the tracks, proceed in 
front of the Country Club, then go 
behind the Mini Mall out to a snow- 
mobile trail south of the Grayling 
Holiday Inn, completing the 
through-town circuit. Keeping the 
trail behind the Mini Mall should 
keep the snowmobilers away from 
the heavy traffic of the South I-75 
Business Loop. 

“We wanted to keep the snowmo- 
bilers out of traffic,” said 
McConnell. “We thought that was 
the safest route.”

A pathway will also run parallel 
to M-93 from the intersection at 
James Street all the way out to the 
high school on the west side of the 
road. Plans call for a crossing just 
before North Down River Road to 
move trail users from the east side 
(of M-93) path to the west side trail, 
which will keep the network going 
to Grayling High School with a sin- 
gle path. 

The final plans for Phase I con- 
struction have not yet been 
approved by MDOT, but have been 
completed.

one snowmobiler, a couple skiers 
and of course many hunters. Other 
local motel owners agreed that 
business is up and the early snow 
gets everyone thinking and in the 
mood for winter 

Judy Craft, owner of the North 
Country Ledge said she has had 
numerous phone calls for reserva- 
tions already. “The hunters also 
stayed longer this year than in other 
years, I don't know if it was from 
all the snow or the time of the week 
when opening day fell. 1 know that 
early snow will greatly improve our 
bottom line though.” 

Over the weekend, much of the 
new snow was destroyed by rain- 
fall, however the National Weather 
Service predicts that the remainder 
of the week will be filled with snow 
flurries until Sunday when it clears 


up. 
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The trails committee is currently 
working with Road Commission 
Managing Director Don Babcock 
on revising the Phase {1 enhance- 
ment grant application. MDOT has 
agreed to serve as the official appli- 
cant, (the department was also the 
applicant for Phase I), which means 
MDOT will be responsible for the 
20 percent local match required for 
state enhancement grants. 

The trails committee’s first 
attempt to secure an enhancement 
grant for Phase II was unsuccessful. 
This time around, the project's cost 
will be significantly lower, and the 
committee hopes the smaller price 
tag will be the difference. The cost 
for Phase II was originally about 
$1.3 million, and required a costly 
bridge to be built over 1-75 on M-93 
to accommodate the trail. 

The committee has since re-eval- 
uated the bridge situation, and it has 
been determined that the existing 
bridge over I-75 has a wide enough 
travel portion to allow both a paved 
shoulder pathway and large enough 
traffic lanes. The existing traffic 
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lanes on the bridge will be 
decreased a couple feet to leave 
enough paved shoulder for the trail, 
and other than moving the lines in. 
no other work should have to be 
done on the bridge. 

Trails Committee Chairman 
Wayne Koppa said the removal of a 
new bridge from the application 
will knock at least $500,000 out of 
the cost of Phase II. 

The application for Phase II is 
due by December 12, 2000. 

The trails committee is also 
working on grant applications for a 
feasibility study for a trail from the 
I-75 Business Loop to North 
Higgins Lake State Park, and con- 
struction of a pathway along M-72 
East to the Rayburn Property.

Takacs also 
said they will be testing the water 
downgradient on the south side of 
the landfill. It is evident that the 
contamination has moved several 
hundred feet on to private property. 
The District Health Department was 
notified and has tested 16 of the 34 
residential wells. with indications 
thus far they are not affected. 

According to Takacs. over 
$100,000 has been expended thus 
far to monitor the North Down 
River Road area and complete reme- 
diation of the area could cost mil- 
lions.

idency. 

Mr. Gore obviously feels an obligation to 
the 48-plus million voters who voted for 
him across the country -- more than voted 
for Mr. Bush. 

And Mr. Bush also obviously feels an 
obligation to the 48-plus million voters who 
wanted him -- not quite as many as voted for 
Mr. Gore. but almost a plurality. 

Another fact is that more people didn’t 
want Mr. Gore for president than wanted 


‘him, just as more people didn’t want Mr. 


Bush than wanted him. The balance of 
majority rested with the third-party candi- 
dates. and their few hundred votes. 

But then the lawyer and politician inva- 
sion of Florida began, and all the rules of 
decorum and many usual rules of law have 
gone out the window. 

Mr. Bush's strategy seems to be to delay 
everything possible to maintain the initial 
count of votes (which he won), or the first 
statewide machine recount (which he also 
won). or any subsequent partial recount 
(which he also has won). It’s a defensive 
strategy. Sooner or later, time wil! run out 
and Mr. Bush will win. 

Mr. Gore's strategy seems to be to force 
as may recounts as possible in big 
Democratic counties, to find as many pro- 


Gore votes as possible, no matter where or 
how, and to throw out as many pro-Bush 
votes as possible. It’s an offensive strategy. 
Sooner or later, if he challenges long 
enough and deep enough in pro-Gore coun- 
ties, he will eke out enough Gore votes to 
win. 

Either strategy could work -- if there are 
enough friendly judges to side with one can- 
didate or the other. 

* * * 

IN THE MEANTIME, voters across the 
country grow more restless, and voters in 
Florida grow more testy. 

The rancor between the hardliners on both 
sides is frightening and keeps growing. 

Some hardline Gore backers accuse 
Florida Gov. Jeb Bush, the candidate’s 
brother, of rigging the Florida election in the 
first place for his brother. Gov. Jeb’s stable 
of partisan state and local elections officials 
are hiding Gore votes, throwing them out, 
and otherwise stealing the election. 

Some hardline Bush backers claim the 
Gore team had this all strategized in 
advance, to incite anger over the famous 
“butterfly ballot,” stir up racial and ethnic 
trouble, scare unwary voters that their votes 
are being thrown out, demand recount after 
Tecount with their own partisan local elec- 


tion workers bending rules to find new Gore 
votes and eliminate Bush votes, and other- 
wise to steal the election. 

There’s scant middle ground of objectivi- 
ty or common sense. 

* * * 

BUT THE LAW is the law, and should be 
observed. 

What is paramount and should control is 
what the voter did, and not what the voter 
intended. Who can read a voter’s mind after 
the fact? 

For example, the Palm Beach “butterfly 
ballot” was well publicized in advance. It 
was published widely in newspapers, and 
mailed to voter homes. Every voter should 
have known what it looked like and how it 
worked. There should have been no confu- 
sion or surprise on election day. 

In all the years I’ve voted in Michigan, 
the message to the voter has been clear: 

Put your X in the box, not a check mark 
or anything else but an X. Keep the X 
inside the box. Push the chad all the way 
through; if it isn’t all the way through, it’s 
not a valid ballot. Vote for not more than 
one candidate in a race, unless there are two 
or more choices to be made. You can’t vote 
for more than one candidate if there’s only 
one job to be filled. If you have questions, 


ask for help. 

Those are very simple -- yet important -- 
rules. ; 

How can any inspector, weeks after the 
election, decide what a voter intended to do 
if he/she only dimpled the chad, but didn’t 
push it through? Did the voter simply 
change his/her mind? What if a voter 
pushed two holes? How can anyone know 
for certain which candidate he/she really 
wanted? 

That’s where subjectivity comes in, and 
that shouldn’t count. 

Controlling should be what the voter did, 
and not what an election worker decides the 
voter may have intended to do, even if you 
think you could figure it out. 

“Sorry, officer, but I didn’t intend to shoot 
that guy ..... I only meant to scare him. I 
didn’t intend to make two holes in him ... 
only one. The hole in the chest shouldn’t 
count .... only the hole in the leg should 
count.” 

Intent should not rule the day.

She managed to rally many volun- 
teers to help and many donations are 
the direct result of her tireless 
efforts. She does an excellent job in 


one I have ever met. I have learned 
so much from Dixie. 

One of the toughest things you 
have to deal with at the animal shel- 
ter is putting animals to sleep. This 
is a very hard job to do. Making a 
decision is very difficult on you for 
many reasons. You have to take care 
of these animals; you love them and 
get attached and then, just because 
space runs out, you have to make a 
decision on who goes and who 
stays. This is the hardest thing any 
person has to do... to look into a 
dog’s eyes and choose him or her. 

All the dogs know what is going 
on. Just imagine what is running 
through their minds. All they ever 
asked for was food and water, and a 
little love. It gets really hard when 
you are really attached. Try telling a 
dog or cat you have taken care of for 
months that it is now their time to 
go. 

The only thing that hurts me as 
much as choosing what dogs or cats 


to put to sleep, and having to help 
put them to sleep, is watching Dixie 
be hurt. When she cries, I cry. Since 
these people have intruded in her 
business, I have seen her get hurt 
many times. How can people, who 
have no clue what goes on behind 
the doors of the animal shelter, try to 
tell a woman who has been taking 
care of animals her whole life, how 
to do her job? That’s kind of like a 
child waiking into a doctor’s office 
and telling the doctor how to take 
care of his patients. Maybe, one 
day, they should come help us put 
animals to sleep, instead of sitting at 
a picnic table watching us haul bod- 
ies in and out as they did a couple of 
months ago. That is just part of the 
job description. 

If they think they can just replace 
such an amazing woman as Dixie, 
they are crazy. No person in his or 
her right mind could believe they 
could do what she does. If they only 
knew some of the questions she has

Crawford unemployment rate rises 


With an overall look at the unem- 
ployment rate for the Northern 
Lower Peninsula, it has stayed the 
same since September, plateauing at 
4.2 percent. However, in Crawford 
County the rate has risen. The 
unemployment rate for September 
was 4.1 percent and made a jump to 
4.6 percent in October. 

Over the month, wage and salary 
employment decreased by 2,900 
jobs. The greatest monthly decline 
appeared in retail trade, as the sum- 
mer tourism season continued to 
wind down. Non-professional pri- 
vate services has the second highest 
unemployment loss posted, as lay- 
offs occurred at area resorts and 
amusement facilities. 

Compared with a year ago, wage 
and salary employment has grown 
by 1.825 or 0.9 percentage points. 
Over the year job gains in local gov- 
ernment were the largest, growing 
by 1,050 jobs or 3.6 percent. 

October's unemployment rate 
compares unfavorably with both the 
Michigan rate of 3.1 percent and the 
national rate of 3.6 percent. The

wildlife species to their property 
must now use other methods,” says 
Robyn Oliver, North Region 
Wildlife Agent with MSU 
Extension. 

“This publication provides infor- 
mation on how to manage different 
cover typés on private land. For 
example, several articles were writ- 
ten on how to create and maintain 
openings. Where natural openings 
exist, landowners can simply mow 
and fertilize these areas two to three 
times a year to increase their attrac- 
tiveness to wildlife. 

“Conversely, a landowner with a 
large parcel of forest land can con- 
duct a commercial timber sale on 
their property to create openings 
that wildlife such as deer, elk, 
turkey, or grouse find desirable.” 

For landowners interested in 
planting wildlife food plots, this 
publication also offers advice on 
how to successfully grow grasses, 
legumes, and other annual crops. 
According to Russell Kidd, North 
Region Forestry Agent for MSU 
Extension, growing crops for 
wildlife in northern lower 
Michigan, where sandy soils and 
short growing seasons prevail, 
requires careful attention to avoid 
costly mistakes. 

“Many areas of land, particularly 
in northeast lower Michigan, are 
droughty by nature and the native 
soils may not be ideal to support 
agricultural crops such as alfalfa or 
com,” explained Kidd. “Instead, 
landowners should consider having 
their soil tested to see what will 
grow best on their land. 

“For example, by using a mixture 
of seed such as red clover, smooth 
bromegrass, and ladino clover, a 
landowner will probably have better 
success on these sandy sites than in 
trying to establish a pure stand of 
alfalfa for a wildlife food plot. 

“In many cases, wildlife will use 
almost any area that is lush and 
green to graze or seek out insects. It 
doesn’t always have to be a premi- 
um crop such as alfalfa, corn, or 
other commercial mixtures,” Kidd 
concluded. 

The publication also includes 
information on attracting non-game 
wildlife, seed and woody plant rec- 
ommendations, a brief overview of 
USDA cost-share programs avail-

Power lines damaged by gunshots 
can lead to outages and fallen power 
lines that could be touched by 
hunters or others, resulting in injury 
or death. 

Hunters who spot someone shoot- 
ing at power lines are urged to con- 
tact local law enforcement agencies 
and the appropriate electric supply 
company. Vandalism typically 
occurs in remote areas that often 
require more time for line crews to 


find the source of the outage and 
restore power. 

Electric company officials aiso 
wam about another power line dan- 
ger. Harmless objects such as a 
hunter’s tree stand. birdhouse or 
satellite dish become hazards to 
power company workers when 
attached to a utihiy pole. Line 
workers often work in dark. siormy 
conditions and may not see objecis 
on the pole that could cause them io 
fall and be seriously injured. 
Residents are asked not to post sions 
or banners. and other objects. on 
utility poles.
